1. Penetration of all Ukrainian emigrant organizations and 
groups: UHYR, UPA, OUN, (both the MEINTK and BANDERA factions) , 
UNR, ABN, Ukrainian DP Camps, Ukrainian literary^ professional, 
and benevolent associations, and the Ukrainian Red Cross. 

g. Formation of competing organizations for the purpose of 
dividing the united Ukrainian front. 

3. Utilization of anti-Soviet Ukrainian organizations to dis- 
patch Soviet agents to other parts of the world. Since Ukrainians 


of non-Soviet citizenship will obviously be resettled elsewhere 
(perhaps in Candda ?/ United Stated? South America? Australia?), 
the Soviets IS will utilize this opportunity to establish bunkers 
j in the distant parte of the worls.
